A person shall ceass to ba an ama-
teur—by granting or permitting thes
use of one's name to advertiss or
promote the =ale of, or to act as the
personal solleitor for the sale, or nae
the aotunl salesman of sporting
goods, prizes, trophies or other com=-
modities for use chlefly in or In con-
nection with athletic games or exhibl-
tiona.
